A meeting for the purpose of taking 
steps to form a Gymnasium in Cromwell was 
held last Wednesday evening, in the Town Hall. 
The attendance was not equal to expectations ; 
but those present entered into the matter with 
praiseworthy enthnsinsm, and formed themselves 
into a “ Cromwell Gymnastic Club.” Between 
fifteen and twenty names have been placed on 
the list as working members, at an entrance fee 
of 10a. 6d. each ; and as the proceeds from this 
source are reckoned sufficient to purchase the 
necessary materials, it has been decided to push 
on the affair as speedily as possible. Besides 
the working members, several gentlemen have 
joined as honorary members, and the movement 
is promised the support of a good few of the 
townspeople. A meeting is to be held again 
this evening, when a full attendance is requested, 
with the view of proceeding to the election 
of the necessary officers, and the transaction of 
other business.

Mr Anthony Trollope, in his new work 
on Australia ami New Zealanil, while describing 
his tour through Otago, notices that all colonial 
towns have passed or are passing through three 
different stages in housebuilding. The first is 
the canvas stage ; the second, the galvanised 
iron ;_aiid the third, the wooden. Most of the 
gold-fields towns in Otago, he says, have reached 
the galvanised iron stage; and speaking of tlis 
description of building, he says “ The rooms 
formed of it, of course, are small, and every 
word uttered in the house can be heard through- 
out it, as throughout a shed put up without 
ilivisioiis. And yet the owners and frequenters 
of these iron domiciles seem never to be aware 
of the fact. As I lay in bed in one of these 
metal inns on the roail, I was constrained to 
bear the private conversation of my host and 
hostess, who had retired for the night. ‘ So this 
is Mr Anthony Trollope?’ said the host. The 
hostess assented but I could gather clearly from 
her voice that she was thinking more of her back, 
hair than of her visitor. ‘ Well,’ said the host, 

* he must be a fool to come travelling, in 

this country in such weather as this.’ Perhaps, ; 
after all, the host was aware of the pecnliari’.y 
of his house, ami thought it well that t should 
know his opinion. He could not have spoken 
any wows ttith which at that moment I should 
have been more prone to agree.”

The refeienee 
was sustained by the Rev. Dr Stuart, moderator 
of Knox Church session, Mr Logan apjieare'l 
ill pci Son on his own behalf. The Presbytery 
found as follows :— That Mr Logan, a member (if 
the Deacons’ Court of Knox Church, hy the 
public aud private onuulemince he gave to Messrs 
Peebles and Dmm, on the oceasioii of their Sab- 
bath evening lec tures in the Queen’s Theatre, at 
which doctrines were promnlgated antagonistic 
to the Christian Faith, tiierehy causing a 
grievous scandal to the injury of religion gene- 
rally, .and the Presbyterian Church in particular ; 
and further having ccinsidered the written state- 
meat given to the session liy Mr Logan, expres- 
sing his oonviotiou th.at Messrs Peebles aud 
Dunn were doing a great Christian work, and 
labouring hard and dismtercstedly, with God’s 
help, to elevate mankind, and again declaring 
them to be eminently Christian men ; further, 
that it is duly given, by- the evidence contaiined 
in the documents sent up by the session, that 
Messrs Peebles and I'unn had promulgated doc- 
trines directly antagonistic to the Christian Faith 
and to the doctrines of the Presbyterian Church ; 
and whereas, in answer to questions put to hiri 
hy members of this Presbytery, Mr Logan ex- 
pressed his inability b' distinguish between the 
Divinity of Christ and that of Moses or other 
men, thereliy has given evidence of unsoundness 
in the Faith, as believed and taught in this 
Church, and set forth In the standards thereof ; 
this Presbytery resolves todepose, astheyhereby 
do depo.se, Mr Logan from the deaeoiisliip, and 
further suspend him from Church privileges until 
repentance is expressed to the satisfaction of the 
session. ’’ — Star.

It is stated, upon undoubted authority, 
that ' Mr Shejiherd - whose chance of re-election 
for the Dunstan is consi(lered to be almost anni- 
hilated by Mr Hazlett’s candidature — would be 
glajVil“ toutest the Kawarau election if he saw 
the remotest chance of success, or w,as even of- 
fered the smallest encouragement to stand. If 
he docs not wish to be ignominiously defeated, 
Mr Shepherd will act wisely in not coming for- 
wapl. 

We learn that a requisition bearing 120 signa- 
tures has lieen presented to Mr James Bazlett, 
iisking him to stand for the Dunstan Distiict- 
No other local man has yet definitely announced 
himself ; but in any case we believe Mr Ilazlett’s 
election is certain. 

There have been sixteen candidates nominated 
for the representation of Ouned'n in the Proviu- 
eial ( 'niiiicil, out of which number seven have to 
be selected. The eleci'iirs of Dunedin will thus 
have some difficulty in making up their minds 
,aa to wliom they will pick out of this large num- 
ber of woiild-be Councillors. " Progression !" 
seems to be the great cry of the candidates ; and 
the progressive ticket will doubtless “go down" 
with the great m.ajority of the efeetors. But 
i-he cry is a needless one to make, for we should 
hope we are all progressiunists— that every per- 
son who has even the most trivial stake in the 
Broviiioe is quite abve to the necessity of doing 
everything in his power for the common wel are 
of its inhabitants without making .a hue-and-cry 
.about it, as it the idea was something quite new. 
lait the Dunedin electors choose sound, sensible 
men from the numerous hatch of politic.al aspi- 
r.aiits before them, and they may rest assured 
that the interests of the Province will not suffer, 
even if those men have not raised this great 
" progrearive” cry which has sprung into such 
loiid-nioutbed existence. 

Mr Donald Reid is to Lave strong “ Macan- 
Jrew" opposition at the T.aieri in the person of 
Mr J. S. Webb, who seems to have intended to 
come forward as one of the Dunedin batch, but 
was prevailed upon by Lis friends not to stand 
for the city, in consequence of their holding the 
impression that he had no chance of being elbcted, 
Mr Webb, after the nomination, seems to have 
regretted drawing back, and subsequently stated 
that he had ascci tamed that his friends were 
mistaken, and that “a flattering position on the 
poll w'as secure for hini.” How Mr Webb as- 
certained this we are at a loss to imagine ; but 
if hesucceeils in defeating Mr Reid attheTaieri, 
he will (loulii leas be nincli prouder of lus victory. 

After hesitating which district he would be 
most' likely to contest successfully, Mr Vincent 
Pyke has at last decided in favour of Tuapeka, 
in preference to Mount Ida or the Dansban, from 
boih of which places, it is said, ho received re- 
quisi lions. We should think Mr Fyke's election 
may he reckoned upon as almost certain in his 
own diatrirt. 

Mes-srs Armstrong and Mervyn seem to have 
had some rather rough handling hy their Mount 
Ids constituents, W’ho have treated those gentle- 
men to groans and hisses of a peculiarly hearty 
character in token of their appreciation of the 



conduct of their representatives. The editor of 
the Moiiitt Ida Chronide (Mr Do Laut(mr) is now 
in the field for the ropreseututi(jn of the district, 
and will douhtltiss bo able to “ blow his own 
trumpet" to his heart's coiiteut.

Defendant was charged with ruling furiously 
across Cromwell Bridge on 2,‘ith May. Fined 
20s., together with 6s. 6d. costa. 

D. TAOUART W. B. H. WALLACE. 

Claim, £13 16» , being amount of expenses in- 
curred by plaintiff (a horse-trainer) in entering 
and running the horse Boomerang at the Waka- 
tip Races in January last. The case was partly 
heard on the 1st ult. , and w,as adjourned in order 
to obtain evidence at Queenstown. The deposi- 
tion of Mr Goodsir, bon. tre.asnrcr to the VVaka- 
tip Jockey Club, was now read ; and Mr Wilson 
(for plaintiff) staled this would conclude the case 
for his client. 

The defendant, R. H. Wallace, cave evidence 
at considerable length, alleging that he never 
consented to send the horse t*> Queenstown, and 
that his ngreement with Taggart referred to the 
Cromwell Races unlv. 

Alex. Graham was present when the agree- 
ment was made between plaintiff and defendant. 
So far as witness knew, the agreement referred 
to the Oomwell Races only. 

Mr Wilson a id the plaintiff would rely upon 
the letters produced, which were written subse- 
quent to the Verbal agreement, and which bore 
out the plaintiff’s evidence. If any wrong had 
been done by Taggart, defendant had expressed 
condonation. 

His W^orship, in giving judgment, said there 
was no doubt that the agreement made between 
the parties at Albertown had reference to the 
Cromwell Races alone. But the plaintiff's letters 
placed the matter in quite anorher lii/ht. They 
showed a disinclinatiiiii on his part to risk send- 
ing the horse to Queenstown unless it had a good 
show ! a most ridiculous idea, for was not all 
racing more or less of a lottery ? Defendant, in 
one of his letters to pl.aintiff, wro'e “ If there 
was anything like a good cliaiiue of him winning 
the Maiden Plate and the big race, and thus a 
good opportunity for selling him, I wonW not 
mind another .£10," And again : — ' If he goes 
to Queenstown, and things go right, I shall see 
that all is right. If not, you 'd better send back 
the horse. as I like straightforward work.” The 
effect of thrs on the mind of T.agoart wmibbof 
course be that he was to send the horse to the 
Wakatip Races : it would admit of no other in- 
terpretation. Could Taggart make certain that 
the horse would win the races for w'hioh it was 
entered ? No— unless he went in for a swindle. 
The Bench was therefore driven to the conclusion 
that the defendant had made himself liable, and 
judgment ayould he given for the amount claimed, 
together with 2.1s. costs of Court, 10s. witness's 
expenses, and 21s. solicitor’s fee,

dams, siiiotheiiiig tail-races, and sweeping' 
away the handiworks of man as ruthlessly as | 
the stormy wind drives the chail' before it. | 
Wh.at tenible iiowevs tlie clemeiits are, and 
how feeble are the puny ciiovts of man to cope 
with them ! There’s nothing very pmfoaiid 
or original in the remark, but the truth con- 
tained in it is groat ; and this truth is not 
ofteiier or tuoro paiiifnrij'exjiL'i'icncc.d by any i 
other than the niiiicr, especially him whose ; 
claim is situated in a river’s hod. For there 
is no sort of mining as hazardous as t.iiis : a 
few hours’ rain may ruin the labour of iiioiitlis, 
and this labour may and often is done uiidov 
a disheartening load of debt, and all tlie con- 
sequent iirivations which honest povorl.y en- 
dures. Then how liavd must it be when tlic 
minor — after all his labour and privatimis, 
and when he tliinks he hs on the evo rif at- 
taining s'lCccGs ; jii.st when his dr.cams of 
pni3V>erity and independence are most vivid 
— when he finds his airy castles and tlic tiim-c 
Bu'ostantla! work of hi.s iimnls deiiiolishcd at 
one fell sw'oop hy the rolling, turbid waters. 
Brave must be the hcarU that can endure 
all this, and tlia rcwiird oiiglit to be great 
indeed that induco.s them to try again time 
after time. Our Siiperintorulent need not go 
far to find to whom the pmsperity of the 
Province is due so long as there are four or 
five thousand miners in it wlm can do these 
things. I find that I have got away from the 
flood of Monday last ; but I will bring it back 
only to dismiss it hy saying that the damage 
done was coiisiderahle, every claim ivllhin its 
reach siificriiig more or less. Those of ns 
who think it worth while, when the waters 
siihside, will “ turn to” with what heart wc 
may, and rejiair the daiiiags done ; wliilsl 
those of us who do not think it ivorth while 
will leave for fresh fields and pastitres new, — 



state tiiat there aro many liere who are fully 
([iialified ill every respect, and anxious to 
liave their names iiiscrt-'jd on the electoral 
roil when the opportunity again occnr.s ; and 
it is to be hoped that the inystoi'y as to our 
whereabouts as electors will be speedily 
clciired up, so that they may have an oppor- 
tunity of doing so.

The Innocent for the Guilty. 

There have not been wanting in the records 
of English criminal trials cases where men 
have been condemned and ptmished for of- 
fences they have been perfectly innocent of. 
The circumstances connected with the con- 
fession of Antonio Silvestro, in South Aus- 
tralia, appears to reveal a case of this cha- 
racter, in which an innocent man has paid 
with his life the penalty of a crhije committed 
by another man. We before alluded to some 
of the oircumstanoes connected with this 'case, 
and we now furnish the sequel. An Italian 
named Antonio Silvestro called at a police 
station at Streaky Bay, and told the officer 
in charge that he had just taken the contents 
of a bottle of strychnine, which he produced. 
Silvestro had fits and convulsions, and dur- 
ing the intervals of these the policeman ob- 
tained the following statements ; — “That tea 
years ago, at Castlemaine, he, Antonio 
Silvestro, committed a crime which placed 
his life in jeopardy, and ever since the fugi- 
tive had wandered about the wild bush, never 
venturing neat a town, or any place of human 
habitation, except occasionally an outlying 
shepherd’s hut, fearing detection. The mur- 
derer lived on wild animals that he could 
catch, and on such roots and fruits as he con id 
find in the desolate and hungry Australian 
bush, till he at last resolved to end a life of 
misery. These are the particulars of the ac- 
count. Now for the most distressing chapter 
in this story of crime. In the year 1863, 
Castlemaine, in Victoria, was agitated greatlv 
by a shocking murder which had been pei'pe- 
trated at Daylesford. The victim was a 
young woman named Margaret Graham, who 
was found murdered in her dwelling. The al 
leged murderer, David Young, was prosecuted 
and convicted, but up to the last moment 
denied his guilt. In this he was borne out 
by his clergyman— the Reverend the Dean 
Crawford, of Castlemaine— and by Mr Otto ! 
Berliner, the well-known detective, who at 
that time was a member of the Victorian de- j 
tective department, and had been specially ■ 
called up frura MBlbonrne to assist Mr Sujicr- ' 
intendent Nicholson in the enquiry into the' 
murder case.

The Maori Murderer’s Defence, 

A correspondent of the Auckland Herald 
sends the following translation of a letter 
which has been received from Pnkiu'utu, the 
I native who nuirdcrcd Sullivan : — “ 0 Friends, 
I have seen your writings, wherein you liavc 
condemned me witlinut hearing my defence. 
Now hearken ; I will tell you my side of the 
stnryj A piece of land belongs to me near 
whore I am writing this letter, uliich has 
been taken by the Pakcha and occupied by 
him withmit my permission. 1 iiave, during 
years past, contimmlly warned the Pakclms 
to desist from meddling with my land, hut 
they have shut their ears to my warnings and 
taken no notice of them, I adopted other 
measures, I killed tlm cattle and sheep on 
my land, t burned the wliare used by the 
Pakcha living on my land. This w.as not 
enough. I forcibly drove off the ditchers, 
but still my hind was occupied and cl.aimed 
by the Pakcha, The Pakeha did not attempt 
to punish me for mv deeds. The last resource 
was to kill any Pakeha found on my land. 
You know I did so. I did what was riglit 
according to Maori custom and law. The 
law of the Pakeha docs not extend beyond 
the confiscated land boundary ; it is not 
known on tliis side. Mackay is preparing a 
force to catch me, Let him come. 1 am 
ready to he taken at .any time. Do not listen 
tn those who say Tawhiao will give me up to 
the Government. The King natives will all 
fight for me and with me, If T am beaten, 
ynm will get my land, wliich is not worth 
fighting for. Eewi, and some other chiefs 
and old men, will become Queenites, to sai’e 
tlieir land. The young men will join me .and 
figlit the Piikehas, I .see the Europeans 
building pas. I see their scouts and patrols 
going about night and day. I see the Pakelias 
assembled in your villages watching for luy 
coming to hill another European. But T will 
not go off my own land to fight. Tell the 
Europeans not to leave tlieir homes on account 
of me. Perhaps you will say that this work 
of mine is not true work ; hut remember 
what 1 did five years ago, Some property 
was stolen from a European at Orakau. T 
cau.sed all the stolon property tn be returned, 
and a horse to he given in payment for the 
wrongdoing. Iwasthcnc,alled hiohi. Enough. 
— From your friend, Pukurutu.”

end of the plate is a screen set close enough 
to I'revent the passage of large stones, which 
arc there cidlccted and forked out in the 
usual manner. It is between this screen and 
tlie head of the sluice-box that the wiisdirt is 
thoroughlydisintegrated before being brought 
under the action of the ripples which succeed.
